Inspectors with revised pay scale of Rs. 6,500-10,500 with five years’ regular 
service in the grade. 

Note: Where Juniors who have completed their qualifying/eligibility service are 
being considered forpromotion, their seniors would also be considered provided 
they are not short of the requisite qualifying/eligibility service by more than half of 
such qualifying/eligibility service or two years, whichever is less, and have success¬ 
fully completed their probation period for promotion to the next higher grade 
alongwith their juniors who have already completed such qualifying/eligibility 
service. 

For Aimed Forces personnel: 

Deputation/Re-employment 

The armed forces personnel of the rank of Captain or equivalent who are due to retire 
or to be transferred to reserve within a period of one year and have the qualifications 
and experience prescribed for direct recruits under column 8 shall also be considered. 
If selected, such officers will be given deputation terms upto the date on which they 
are due for release from the Armed Forces. Thereafter they may b e continued on re¬ 
employment terms. In case such officers have retired or have been transferred to 
reservebefore the actual selection to the post isbeing made, their appointment will 
be on re-employment basis (re-employment upto the age of superannuation with 
reference to civil posts) (period of deputation including period of deputation in another 
ex-cadre post held immediately preceding this appointment in the same or some other 
organization/department of the Central Government shall ordinarily not exceed three 
yeans. The maximum age limit for appointment by deputation shall be not exceeding 56 
years as on the dosing date of the receipt of applicatoins.)
